REGIONAL AIRPORT REPORT 


The year 1970 produced further progress in the improve~ 
ment of the Eastern Slope Regional Airport, A radio home- 
ing beacon has been installed at a cost to date of $2, 962, 
95, although completion of the antenna system will pro- 
bably cost another $500 or so in 1971, Nevertheless, the 
beacon is now in operation as a navigational aid; it will be 
so marked onF, A.A, flight maps; and increased use ofthe 
airportshould result, This device enables pilots to file in- 
strument flight plans when flying to the airport, and is par- 
ticularly helpful to airmen who are not yet familiar with 
our White Mountain Area, The beacon will mean a great 
deal to newcomers interested in our region, and, in fact, 
the developers of Evergreen Valley, among others, have 
been strongly urging such an installation. 


As other capital improvements, the Authority in 1970 
purchased aself-propelled rotary nower which will permit 
more frequent mowings of the grassed areas around the run- 
way, and hopefully tend to create a heavier turf, Also, 
repairs were made to arrest erosion along the edges of the 
runway, to prevent damage to the pavement, All these 
capital expenditures were made possible through receipts 
from non-tax sources, consisting ofrental income from the 
T-Hangar, and grants totalling $2, 000,00 from the Mul- 
ford Fund, It should be noted that T-Hangar expenses, 
such asinsurance, are not included in the below operating 
account, but are paid directly from the capital account, 
In fact, to meet operating costs it was necessary to trans- 
fer $1, 300, 00 from the capital account to supplement tax- 
derived income from the Towns and State, 

Additional operating costs are anticipated in 1971 to 
meet F,A,A, requirements for regular checking, maint- 
enance and monitoring of the new radio beacon, We are 
hopeful that town appropriations will be adjusted to reflect 
this increased need, |

Another unusual event was our inheritance of $50,499, 
21 from the Charlotte Hobbs Estate.

We are gratefulto Mrs, Dale (Pauline) Moore, a sum- 
mer resident of West Lovell, for her efforts in compiling

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Building Inspector issued 57 permits during 1970 as 
compared with 36 the previous year, 


The Planning Board mailed 47 copies of the Town Build- 
ing Code accompanied by a letter to new purchasers of real 
estate. 


The Board of Appeals reviewed and made decisions on 
two hardship cases, 


During 1970 the Planning Board held 19 well attended 
evening meetings for the preparation of a proposed Zoning 
Ordinance and Subdivision Ordinance, Three meetings 
were held to consider and to take action on applications 
for Subdivisions, 

The following subdivisions were approved: 

1, Westways of Lake Kezar on January 8, 1970, 

2. Severance Lodge Club on July 22, 1970, 

3. Timber Bay Corporation on September 9, 1970, 

Severance Lodge Club presented an official letter of the 
State Board of Health approving the engineered plans for a 
central water system and asewage disposal system, Timber 
Bay Corporation project was approved subject to final ap- 
proval by the State Enviornmental Commission, The E,I,C, 
held a public hearing on October 29, 1970 at which hear- 
ing Panning Board Members and our Town Selectmen were 
present and participated, As of December 15, 1970, we 
have received a copy of the E,1,C, findings of fact and con- 
clusions, The Commission's approval was granted subject 
to certain detailed terms and conditions to be met by the 
Timber Bay Corporation, 

For the purpose of convenience and need for nearby le- 
gal advice the Planning Board on September 16, 1970 vot- 
ed tochange from its Portland attorney to one in adjacent 
Fryeburg. The Board selected Attorney David R, Hastings II. 
As promised, Evergreen Valley, which is interested in 
maintaining our scenic enviornment, paid one-half of the 
Portland attorney's fee and the other half - $243.68 will 
be paid from our January 1, 1971 balance. 

Following several conferences of your Chairman with 
Attorney Hastings, we now have received the first draft of 
a proposed Zoning Ordinance and Subdivision Ordinance

in the necessary legal language for further careful con- 
sideration and revision before presentation and explanation 
at Public Hearings prior to bringing the proposed Ordinances 
before a Special Town Meeting for a vote on enactment, 


However, we now have the considered opinion of our 
Attorney that a comprehensive Town Plan is a legal pre- 
requisite toa Zoning Ordinance, The State statute requires 
the Planning Board to adopt a comprehensive plan con- 
taining its recommendations for the municipality after 
public hearing, The comprehensive plan may include the 
goals, the proposed general character, location, use, con- 
struction, layout, extent, size, openspaces and population 
density of all real estate and the proposed method for re- 
habilitating any areas, ifneeded, To do all this would re- 
quire a considerable amount of time, work, and expense 
by the Board, Therefore, our Attorney's opinion is that 
some of these requirements may be more general in scope 
to allowus to present the proposed Zoning and Subdivision 
Ordinances at an earlier date, 

With development of recreational facilities, second 
homes, retirement homes, and resultant commercial en- 
terprises moving in on our accessible and prime lake and 
mountain community, we realize more than ever that it 
is vital to our orderly growth, safety, welfare, health, and 
enjoyment of our own people that future goals and action 
be established as early as consistent with careful planning.

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM 


Chapter 81, Section 35 of the Revised Statutes of Maine 
require the Assessors to give notice to bring up lists of tax- 
able property: if no lists are brought in, no claim for abate- 
ment, 

"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications insome public place in town, or shall notify 
them in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls, and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they are possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year, If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in 
such a list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the assessors, or county commissioners, for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 


application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed, The request upon non-resident 


owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last 
know address of the taxpayer or givenby any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer. "
